Although the actual speed of 
the orbit will not be accurately 
determined until the satellite is 
thrust into space, a perfect orbit 
would enable it to maintain a vel- 
ocity swinging it around a. globe 
once in every 94 minutes and 10 
seconds, (17,053 m.p.h.). 

Normal sighting of the satel- 
lite as It orbits around the carth 
will be difficult as the rdaylight 
sky will outshine the dim point of 
light identifyng the satellite it 
will not be visible at night unless 
some method of lighting it trem 
the earth fs devised. Between 
dawn and sunset and in fair 
weather the satellites will be vis- 
ible through binoculars from ser- 
tain points on the earth’s surface. 
It will show as a faint star on the 
horizon.

House Slashes 
Billion From 
Foreign Aid Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House of Representatives has 
tentatively approved a $3,800,- 
000,000 United States foreign aid 
bill — more than $1,000,000,000 
smaller than President Elsen- 
hower requested — and will hold 
a final vote Monday on the mea- 
sure for aiding countries of the 
free world against communism. 

The bill falls short of Elsen- 

hower’s $4,900,000,000 request: for 
the year starting July 1, and the 
House rebuffed strong efforts by 
Eisenhower and House leaders 
of both parties to restore $600,- 
000,000 of the cut, The measure 
sets an authorization ceiling, and 
the actual money will be voted 
later in a separate bill. 
The White House has signalled 
plans for a drive to get the 
money put back when the Senate 
recelves the bill, It invited Sen- 
ate leaders of obth parties to a 
Monday afternoon conference on 
the bill with aides of the ailing 
president.

Memory Su Switch’ 
For H-Bomb 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — The 
chief United States Air Force 
spokesman has disclosed that the 
first hydrogen bomb dropped from 
an American plane missed the tar- 
get by about two miles. 

Brig.-Gen. Robert Scott, air force 
director of ‘information, declared 
the “whole thing was 2a human 
error.” 

In a telephone interview Friday 
night with the San Francisco 
Chronicle, the general said a 
“memory switch” was not turned 
off when the bomb was dropped at 
Bikini atoll May 21. The ‘“‘memory 
switch” Is a device which corrects 
an aircraft's wind drift, 

HIT CLOSE ENOUGH 

Scott said the switch was “‘not 
turned off and the bomb was 
dropped in a yawing attitude.’ 

“We don’t want to come out and

Stories that the bomb missed its 
target had become current the last 
few days, with estimates of the 
miss up to seven miles. The air 
force in Washington had been non- 
committal regarding the reports.
